WILMINGTON - So you think 
only President Bush and his 
Democrat rivals are running 
for office during this fateful 
political year of 2004? Think 
again. 

Right here in Wilmington, the 
election year is off and rurining 
with the start of the campaign 
season that will culminate with 
the Annual Town Election on 
Saturday, April 17. 

Nomination papers for those 
who are seeking office this time 
around became available at the 
Office of the Town Clerk on 
Friday, January 2. At press 
time, only _ Selectperson 
Suzanne Sullivan has stepped 
forward and thrown her hat in 
the ring. 

Sullivan is running for a 
three-year seat on the Board of 
Selectmen. Currently, she is 
completing a one-year term 
started by Scott Garrant three 
years ago and continued by 
John Forrest in 2002. When 
Forrest opted out of the 2003 
Annual Town Election, Sullivan 
ran for his seat and handily 
beat contender Daniel Wandell, 
Junior. 

“One year isn’t enough to get 
everything done that I want to 


get done,” Sullivan says. 

During her campaign, 
Sullivan intends to focus on 
such topics as affordable senior 
housing and the environment, 
most notably the efforts to 
clean the contamination at the 
Olin Chemical Corporation 
property and the Maple 
Meadow Landfill. She also 
plans to tout what she consid- 
ers to be such accomplishments 
as the board's increased open- 
ness to the public during the 
past year and the hiring of a 
new town counsel who she feels 
is helping to move Wilmington 
into a better legal direction. 

Another three-year term is up 
for grabs on the board this 
spring. Incumbent selectman 
Robert Palmer, who was elect- 
ed to the board in 2001, has not 
yet taken out nomination 
papers in a bid to keep his seat. 

“I haven’t decided yet,” 
Palmer replied, when asked if 
he plans to run. “I hope to 
decide by the next selectmen 
meeting on January 12.” 

Races for seats on the Board 
of Selectmen had quite ably 
captured the attention of voters 
during the previous two elec- 
tions, in which Chairman 
Michael McCoy won a political- 


ly dirty fight to keep his seat in 
2002 and veteran selectman 
Robert Cain was ousted by 
Frank West after 25 years of 
service in 2003. 

The School Committee is 
offering a red-hot race this 
year, for half of its seats are 
available for three-year stints: 
Current members Suzanne 
Cushing, Joan Duffy and 
Stephen Peterson have not yet 
declared candidacies for re- 
election, nor do they so far face 
any contenders. 

Two other spots will need fill- 
ing in April. One five-year seat 
on the Redevelopment 
Authority, which is currently 
occupied by Christopher Barry, 
is available. A three-year seat, 
which incumbent Bob Peterson 
now holds, is also on the ballot 
this’ year for the Regional 
Vocational Technical School 
Committee. 

To complete nomination 
papers, candidates must 
acquire the signatures of 50 res- 
idents who are registered to 
vote in the town of Wilmington. 
Such forms are to be handed in 
to Town Clerk Kay Scanlon at 
the Town Hall at 121 Glen Road 
no later than 4:30 p.m. on 
Monday, March 1. 


Cops in Shops target local offenders 


WILMINGTON The 
Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Commission (ABCC) was very 
busy during the holiday season, 
conducting its “Operation Safe 
Holidays” program, 
Wilmington _ establishments 
were included in this most 
recerit, successful round of the 
operation, which is designed to” 
keep drunk drivers off roads 
and-alcoholic beverages out of 
the hands of minors: 

Aecording to Karen Sharm, of 
the. Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Department of 
the State Treasurer, Operation 
Safe Holidays consists of two 
separate operations. 

The “Last Call” operation is 
used to target specific bars 
known to have been the last 
establishment to serve alco- 
holic beverages to a convicted 
drunk driver. Establishments 
identified by ABCC investiga- 
tors as having a history of serv- 
ing. alcoholic beverages to 
intoxicated individuals are also 
targeted by the Last Call opera- 
tion. The goals of Last Call 
inchude the prevention of intox- 
icated individuals from ever 
getting on the road and the 
effective deterrence of bar own- 
ers from serving the potential

drunk drivers. 

The “Cops in Shops” half of 
Operation Safe Holidays focus- 
es on establishments that the 
Investigation and Enforcement 
Division has identified as hav- 
ing serious problems with 
adults procuring alcoholic bev- 
erages for minors or minors 
purchasing such drinks through 
false identification. 

The Cops in Shops operation 
is conducted in a cooperative 
effort between store owners and 
Investigators. 
Investigators pose as store 
clerks and conduct surveillance 
operations in the liquor stores’ 
parking lots. 

“Over the past several 
months, we have all seen an 
increase in underage drinking 
and drunk driving fatalities,” 
said ABCC Chairman Eddie 
Jenkins. “We are proud to have 
initiated this program to help 
stem the tide of tragedies.” 

The Cops in Shops operation 
has, to date, verified more than 
500 IDs, found 83 minors in pos- 
session of alcohol, and brought 
charges of procuring alcohol 
for minors against 10 adults. 

Operation Last Call has, to 
date, charged 11 bars with serv- 
ing an intoxicated person. 
Additionally, as a result of Last 


Call, 25 individuals have been 
placed into protective custody 
by local police departments or 
safe transportation home was 
arranged by the investigators 
and bar owners. 

ABCC investigators have, to 
date, charged 46 separate bars 
with 71 counts of violating the 
Liquor Control Act with 
hol to a minor, serving alcohol 
to an intoxicated person, gam- 
ing, and illegally Purchasing 
alcohol. 

“I am proud of our successes 
this past holiday weekend,” 
Stated Jenkins. “But we have a 
great deal of work ahead of us. 
At this often dangerous time of 
the year, we need to do every- 
thing possible to prevent intoxi- 
cated individuals from getting 
behind the wheel of a car. This 
operation, our work with local

STOMP organizes to 
stop the mall

“Don’t just base ‘your decision 
on what your neighbor, boss, 
family member, or friend says,” 


Tewksbury resident Susan 
Duffy advises. “Find ont for 
yourself. 


Duffy is a member of the fast 
growing activist group Sensible 
Taxpayers Opposed to Mall 
Plan, a group more commonly 
known as STOMP. 

It is not difficult to ascertain 
which side of the issue STOMP 
members stand on. They main- 
tain, however, that they want 
nothing more tian for voters to 
become truly educated on the 
subject. 

The local media has been cov- 
ering the meetings of the Mills 
Study Committee, which was 
formed by the Tewksbury 
Board of Selectmen to, “pub- 
licly receive information from 
the proponent as the concept is 
refined, to have the information 
reviewed either through in- 
house staff or through peer 
reviews when necessary, and to 
report back to the Board of 
Selectmen upon completion of 
the study on the proposals 
impacts,” according to the 
Committee’s charge as defined 
by a document released by 
Board of Selectmen Chairman, 
Charles Coldwell, in November 
of 2003 

It is STOMP’s contention that 
the resulting dissemination of 
information has been one sided 
in favor of the proponent. * 

“Mills is just presenting their 
side,” said STOMP member Al 
Fishlin. “They are the propo- 
nent, they want this, and they 
have. their financial interests. 
Stomp was formed to present 
the other side. There are two 


sides to every story.” 

STOMP counts two former 
Mills Study Committee mem- 
bers among-their ranks. Dave 
Silva resigned from the Mills 
Study Committee during the 
September 16th meeting. 

Silva says he originally joined 
the Mills Study Committee with 
an open mind and with the 
hopes of finding positive 
aspects to the proposal. 

“After several meetings I 
came to realize that committee 
lacked the knowledge and 
resources to adequately investi- 
gate the numerous issues asso- 
ciated with such a huge devel- 
opment,” Silva said. “My final 
decision to resign came when 
Liz Link of the Mills 
Corporation presented three 
mall proposals and stated that 
David Cressman (Tewksbury 
Town Manager) asked Mills to 
present a plan for a 1.2 million 
square foot mall.” 


STOMP member Peter 
Guglietta was also formerly 
with the Mills Study 


Committee. He also applied for 
an appointment to the commit- 
tee with the highest of hopes. 
“I had naively expected the 
group™to “actually ‘study’ the 
proposal by actively research- 
ing and examining its impact 
on the town and the region so 
that it could make an educated 
recommendation to Tewksbury 
voters,” Guglietta said. 
“Instead, in my opinion, the 
committee, for the most part, 
turned out to be nothing more 
than a passive and docile recip- 
ient of pro-Mills propaganda.” 
By early November, Guglietta 
had conducted enough research 
on his own to have formed a 
strong opinion on the matter 


and felt it would be inappropri- 
ate to continue as a committee 
member. 

“I decided that I could do 
more good for the town by 
being vocal against the mall off 
the committee,” Guglietta said. 

According to STOMP, ‘this is 
not just a concern for residents 
of Jennies Way, the street most 
closely affected, nor even just 
for the residents of South 
Tewksbury. STOMP is looking 
for the residents of Wilmington 
and Andover to educate them- 
selves to the issues as well 
Especially since the only 
access to and from the mall, 
aside from interstate 93, 
STOMP contests, will lead into 
the Town of Wilmington. 

“A lot of people think it will 
only affect South Tewksbury,” 
Duffy said. “There will be 
upwards of 15 to 20 million 
more people coming into our 
town, and the surrounding 
towns a year. There will 32,000 
car trips up and down Route 93 
every day.” 

Duffy is not consoled by the 
lack of access, to local-roads. 

“I can't believe that someone 
who lives’ in Chelmsford or 
Billerica will go all the way up 
495 and then down 93 to get to 
the Mall,” Duffy said. 
“Common sense tells me that 
people will cut through on Rt 
38, Whipple Rd., Shawsheen 
Street, Salem Street, and East 
Street to get to 93 to get through 
to the Mall.” 

Along with an increase—in 
traffic come safety concerns. 
STOMP member Sal DeRosa 
foresees cars constantly going 
up and down Jennies Way look- 
ing for an entrance to the mall,

As the fhonth of ‘January 
begins, we are motivated to 
move into the upcoming year 
after giving deliberate pause 
and reflection. It is the purpose 
of this month to reflect on what 
has occurred and to look for- 
ward to what lies ahead. 
January gives tribute to the 
Roman God Janus, from which 
it got its name. Janus is known 
as the god of gates and doors, 
beginnings and endings, and 
hence is represented as a dou- 
ble-faced head, face look- 
ing in thgopposite direction. In 
accordance with that tradition, 
I will try to compile, in retro- 
spect, Wilmington’s environ- 
mental challenges and detail 
what lies ahead. 

During the past year, many 
more people became better 


aware and more concerned 
about our. environmental tra- 
vails. Whether this awareness 
stemmed from the tediolis voic- 
es of 


the environmental 


ons, or the grim report 
that the town had hit the March 
edition of Boston magazine with 
the highest age-adjusted death 
rate, serious attention was 
essential. In plain language, 
having the highest age-adjusted 
death rate means that more 
young people die in the town of 
Wilmington than in any other 
town in the Commonwealth. 
The magazine went on to say 
that “Wilmington may serve as 
disturbing eviderice of lingering 
pollution there” as a plausible 
explanation. 

It was a year in Which the dis- 
covery of a probable human 
carcinogen and the prevailing 
problems associated with the 
Olin Chemical Corporation 
chemical plume caused the shut 
down of 60 percent of our water 
supply. At the time of the dis- 
covery of n- 


western clothes with straw hats 
and everyone was singing about 
the tremendous beauty pos- 
sessed by the great state of 
Oklahoma with impressive 
ranges of falsettos and bari- 
tones. I lip synched along as the 
talented people sang: 


“Brand new state,” 
“Brand new state gonna treat 


“Gonna give you barley, wheat, 
anil pertaters,” sang a young 


"Pasture fer your cattle, and 
spinach and termaters,” two 
young men sang in perfect har- 
mony. 

My solo was coming soon. 

“Flowers on the prairie where 
the June bugs zoom,” a girl sang 
angelically. 


Then it was my turn. 

“PLENTY OF AIR AND 
PLENTY OF ROOM,” I shouted 
at the top of my lungs. 

I could see the audience gri- 
mace. Not only had I 
spoken/screamed my lines, but I 
had also rushed through them 
creating an uncomfortable 
silence before the next guy could 
come in to save the song. 

I don’t think I can take full 
responsibility for this, but no 
more musicals were produced 
during the remainder of my 


tenure at Wilmington High. 


It was in January of 1990, 
nearly three years after my ini- 
tial plunge that I stepped back 
on a stage, this time at Nick's 
Comedy Stop. It went fairly well 
and I kept going back eventually 
working my way into the ranks 
of Boston's professional comedi- 
ans. 

I've been on stage literally 
thousands of times over the past 
14 years in hundreds of cities, 
but I'll never forget South Bend, 
Indiana. 

It was 1992 and I was on a tour 
originating out of Louisville, 
Kentucky called “The Comedy 
Caravan.” It was a three week 
string of one-night engagements 
in bars located in Kentucky, 
Ohio, Indiana, and Michigan. 

South Bend had very recently 
been added to the tour and the 
booking agent wasn’t very famil- 
iar with the venue by the time 
we got there. The bar itself was 


” is for Environment 


Nitrosodimethylamine 
(NDMA), the Massachusetts 
Department. of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) contacted the 
federal health agency known as 
the Agency of Toxic Substances 
and Disease Registry (ATSDR). 
It is their charge to study and 
try to determine how long we 
had been ingesting this chemi- 
cal compound. The DEP has 
stated that the citizens could 
very well have been consuming 
higher than normal amounts of 
NDMA for an extended period 
of time. 

It was a year in which citizens 
mobilized formidable efforts to 
stop further contamination 
from entering our town by hav- 
ing two articles passed at Town 
Meeting. The first article pro- 
hibits additional contaminated 
soils from being dumped into 
groundwater protection dis- 
tricts and the second limits the 
height of the Maple Meadow 
Landfill. The Massachusetts 
Attorney General upheld these 
bylaws but they have yet to be 
enforced. 

Similarly, citizens in Woburn 
and Wilmington worked in with 
Senators Kennedy and Kerry, 
Representatives Tierney and 
Markey, State Representatives 
Miceli and Donovan and State 
Senator Havern to prohibit the 
rail to truck transfer station at 
the Olin property. Wilmington 
officials, cooperating with the 
town counsel, have joined forces 
with the City of Woburn, its 
solicitor and city officials to 
oppose this project. This is an 
unprecedented show of unity 
and a tribute to the environ- 
mental protection efforts of 


many. 
Activists in Wilmington and 
Tewksbury have also joined 
forces to de-rail a mall develop- 
ment on property adjacent to 
the Rocco landfill prior to the 


TomngyCrier 
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situated in a strip mall and 
looked, from the outside anyway, 
like a video store or GNC should 
have been standing in its place. 
The inside was much bigger than 
one would expect and it sported 
a décor that must have looked a 
lot like Baghdad circa May 2003. 
Exposed brick was, and still is, 
very stylish. Exposed cinder 
block, however, still has yet to 
come into style. 

They must have really liked the 
cinderblock look, because they 
had tossed a couple of broken 
and crumbling ones on the back 
of the stage. The audience, of a 
hundred and fifty or so, sat in 
groups of 8 or 10 at round ban- 
quet tables and the stage was 
~made of unpainted, unfinished 


plywood. 

It was legal, at that time in 
Indiana, to serve Everclear. 
Everclear, by the way, is 190 
proof grain alcohol. For com- 
parison sake, typical vodkas are 
80 proof, as are many lethal 


tequilas. 

The front table at the show was 
jam-packed with 15 Notre Dame 
Students; each one doing shots 
of straight Everclear and chas- 
ing it with beer. Most of them 
were not sure where exactly they 
were, but they seemed to be 
enjoying the first comedian. 

The bar served these shots in 
little plastic cups which looked 
very suspiciously like the ones 
that come with Nyquil cold med- 
icine. I couldn't fault the bar for 
that move. Everclear probably 
doesn’t mix real well with break- 
able glass shot-glasses. 

I couldn’t have been on stage 
for more than 5 or 7 minutes 
when one of Notre Dame's finest 
students. of the day, who could 
very possibly be a doctor or a 
lawyer today, came up with the 
brilliant idea of doing flaming 
shots, 

Out of the corner of my eye I 
saw this droopy-eyed-polo shirt- 
wearing-malcontent flick his bic 
with a smirk and bring it down 
to his drink. The alcohol caught 
fire immediately and the plastic 
shot-glass melted into nothing- 
ness allowing the flaming liquid 
to spread out over the top of the 
table. Within a nano-second the 
flames had engulfed the other 14 
shots on the table and two foot 
flames remained trapped on the 
top of the table searching for a 
new source of fuel. 

I stood on stage, momentarily 
at a loss. 

The students’ instinct for self-

Maple Meadow Brook aquifer. 
The Nevada laboratory is con- 
sidered the best in the nation 
and it will provide a compre- 
hensive report to the public dur- 
ing the first quarter of 2004. It 
is expected that our newly hired 
environmental consultant, 
Geolnsight, will qualify and 
quantify its conclusions with 
expert analysis, 

The Massachusetts 


Department of Public ‘Health is 
anxiously awaiting ATSDR’s 
Public Health Consultation 
Report on NDMA. The Bureau 
of Environmental Health 
Assessment (BEHA), which is 
investigating the childhood can- 
cer occurrences, has completed 
its questionnaire and is antici- 
pating the submission of its 
data along with this consulta- 
tion report to epidemiologists to 
determine what, if any, environ- 
mental factor exists in the child- 
hood cancer cluster.

Boys Basketball team off to 7-0 start 


Wildcats “tend their mark

Wilmington High boys basket- 
ball coach Jim McCune is cor- 
rect when he says that this 
year’s team is a lot different 
than the past two teams, which 
captured Cape Ann League 
titles. While differences lie 
there’s one glaring similarity 
with this roster and those of the 

past two: they win. 

The Wildcats rolled to three 
more victories this past week 
which came after winning the 
annual Christmas Tournament. 
With wins over Dedham (51- 
35), Lynnfield (47-31) and 
Rockport (53-43), the ‘Cats are 
now 7-0 out of the gate. Dating 
back to the beginning of last 
year, the ‘Cats are now 22-7 in 
their last, 29 games. 

“I know I've said this before, 
but we don't have the type of 
team that’s going to blow 
teams away,” said McCune. 
“We-have to wear teams out. 
We're all used to seeing 
Wilmington teams shoot all 
kinds of three-pointers and this 
year’s team isn’t like that. It’s 
a tough adjustment to make 
because we're so used to (the 
three-point shot ).” 

While the offense might not 
be as explosive, the other end 
of the court is exactly that, 
explosive, in your face kind of 
defense, 

“We're given up an average of 
37 points a game which is pret- 
«ty good,” said McCune. “We've 
done a real good job, especially 
off the press.” 

On Monday night, the ‘Cats 
wrapped up a very busy ten day 
schedule which featured five 
games. This time the ‘Cats 
traveled to Rockport on the 
first day back of school vaca- 
tion. Wilmington jumped out to 
a ten-point halftime lead and 
kind of lost some of that 
momentum in the second half 


according to McCune. But the 
‘Cats held on with their usual 
tight defense for the ten point 
victory. 

“We played OK,” said 
McCune. “We had a good first 
half and we kind of lost some of 
that momentum in the second 
half. We were up 43-40 under 
two minutes to go and Sean 
Murphy hit a big shot putting 
us up 47-40 and we were able to 
cruise from there for the win.” 

McCune said that because of 
the Big Guys, Zach Mitzan and 
Danny Hurley, that his team 
has seen a lot of zone defenses 
against them. The Coach said 
that’ his players are doing a 
real nice job of  anpaating to 
that. 

“Offensively we're struggling 
a bit and some of that is’ our 
shot selection,” he _ said. 
“Sometimes we have shots that 
have to turn and twist in order 
to go into the net. We have to 
take better shots, and we also 
need some of our guys to shoot 
more. But that’s a problem 
which we should improve on. 
As long as we continue to play 
the type of defense we have 
been playing, [ think the 
offense will come together.” 

Against Rockport, McCune 
sat out Hurley for the second 
straight game after he twisted 
his ankle against Dedham. The 
6-foot-6 forward should be back 


for the team’s three games this 


week, Wednesday home against 
Masconomet, Friday on the 
road against a very good 
Amesbury team, and Tuesday 
at home against Newburyport. 
Mitzan stepped up with the 
absence of his big fellow mate 
and pumped in 23 points and 
added 15 rebounds. Mike Kelley 
continues to be impressive as 
he added 9 points and his usual 
great competitive nature. 

“He's been a steady rock for 
us,” said McCune of Kelley. 


Against Lynnfield, the ‘Cats 
stormed out and played a 
tremendous first half which 
included a 19-4 beginning. 
Wilmington led 22-13 at the half 
as McCune said it was probably 
the team’s best offensive half 
of the young season. In the sec- 
ond half, Wilmington led by 20 
points before the game started 
to become a little chippy but 
the ‘Cats left Lynnfield High 
with a 47-31 victory. 

Junior Eric Ollila led the way 
with a career best 17 points. He 
got a lot of his baskets off dish- 
es from Mitzan, who ended the 
night with 5 points, 15 rebounds 
and 6 assists. Joe Herra sank a 
few big shots as he ended with 


9 points and Brian Caira came - 


off the bench and had 6 points. 

“Offensively we have to run 
the ball more and attack the 
basket better,” said McCune. 
“But to be 7-0 and have those 
problems is pretty good and 
we're pretty pleased with that. 
This team tries as hard as any 
team I've coached here. I’ve 
seen improvement especially 
against the zone. But it’s a bat- 
tle. We need to push the ball 
more especially out of the

On January 2, Jim Gillis offi- 
cially retired as Wilmington 
High School athletic director, a 
title he had since 1979. Jim 
Gillis worked extremely hard 
for 24 years. He did many out- 
standing things and certainly 
brought a lot to the town, the 
school, ‘its sports department 
and its teams. Did Gillis make 
many mistakes? Yes. Could he 
have handled things better? 
Absolutely. Did he piss a lot of 
people off? You betcha. But as 
in any high profiled profes- 
sions, Gillis' decisions fre- 
quently went under the micro- 
scope for high scrunity. 

On Gillis’ watch, a new gym- 
nasium, ice hockey arena, 
baseball field and lights to the 
football field were all added. He 
also added programs such as 
wrestling, girls soccer, girls 

‘key, gymnastics, girls ten- 
is and girls track, not to men- 

tion a handful of sub-varsity 

teams. During that span only 

one program was cut, gymnas- 

tics which happened just a few 
ars ago. During that time, he 
as the reason why the pro- 

gram stayed afloat as he raised 
over $200,000 by rallying the 
community to make doridtions 
so.each and every program 
would remain. 

Gillis ran a very good budget 
which was one of the lowest 
around for the size of the 
school. In addition, he 
heavily involved with Ahe 

* switch from the Merrimack 

Valley Conference to the Cape 

Ann League. And although the 

CAL has many faults and could 

be improved in many areas, it 

was - for the entire athletic 
department — the right move to 
make. 

Besides the budgets and the 
switching of leagues, Gillis 
excelled at recommending new 
coaches, since the school’s 
principal has the final say on 
the hirings. More often than 
not, Gillis recommended some- 
one who cared about the kids 


more than winning and losing. 
He really did what was best for 
the kids at the time. with the 
addition of a certain coach. A 
lot of schools and athletic 
directors don’t do that. 

In his 24 years, Gillis brought 
in many outstanding people. 
Take for example the staff 
today. Mike Pimental, Jim 
McCune, Mark Staffier, Al 
Fessenden, Steve Scanlon and 
Bob Almeida have all done 
exceptional things to their 
respective programs. 

Then there’s people like Sue 
Hendee, Nancy Sullivan, Patty 
Cushing and Tom Bradley, to 
name a few, who might not 
have won four consecutive 
league titles but certainly care 
for the kids just as much as 
those coaches who were previ- 
ously mentioned. Gillis also has 
added a new group of coaches 
such as Kevin Welch, Matt 
Hackett, Joe McMahan, Al 
Duffett, Aldo Caira and Bob 
Surran who fit that mold. Gillis 
also had a handful of other,out-/ 
standing former coaches, peo- 
ple like Frank Kelley, Jan 
Cassidy-Wood, Paul Lyman, 
Bill Cullen, Dick Scanlon, Mike 
Tammaro and Maureen Noone 
who were all outstanding peo- 
ple, coaches and role models 
for the kids of Wilmington. 

While Gillis worked extremely 
hard recommending new 
coaches, or switching leagues 
or raising money, there’s a 
handful of things which he did- 
n't do so well. He could have 
treated some people better. He 
shouldn’t haye made every- 
thing political which he had the 
tendency of doing. He certainly 
could have made himself more 
available, whether it was 
attending more games or just 
returning simple phone calls. 

At the end of the day however, 
or in this case the end of 24 
years, Jim Gillis was nothing 
short of a very hard working 
athletic director who cared 
deeply . for the kids. at 
Wilmington High School

Steve Scanlon must feel like 
the Energizer Bunny. He 
keeps telling his players over 
and over and over again that 
they have to stay out of the 
penalty box.

center position but he also 
chipped in with 11 rebounds and 
seven blocks, 

The Rams also got outstanding 
efforts from senior point guard 
Chris Pavidis who had seven 
assists in the game as well as 
senior guard Chuck Timmins who 
had 15 points on five three point- 
ers, many of them in clutch situa- 
tions.Unfortunately for the Rams 
those efforts were not enough to 
upend the Mustangs, who also 
defeated Shawsheen twice last 
season. The Rams know that 
those losses last year likely cost 
them the league title, which made 
Tuesday’s loss even tougher to 
take. 

“This was a killer for us,” Gore 
said. “We have been practicing 
so hard and after losing to them 
twice last year we wanted so 
badly to beat them this year. We 
want to win the league and we 
know we have to beat them to do 
it.” 

Minuteman opened up what had 
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been a close game in the early 
minutes with a 15-0 run that 
moved the score from a very 
competitive 12-9 to an apparent 
blowout-at 27-9. Eggy Rodriguez 
nailed a three pointer from the 
top of the arc with 8:30 left to 
make the score 19-9 and the 
Mustangs were off and running. 
Tawin Buor capped the run 
before Timmins momentarily 
broke the momentum with the 
first of his three pointers, making 
the score 27-12 with 4:45 left in the 
half. 

When Gore scored moments 
later off of a nice feed from 
Timmins to make the score 27-14 
it looked as if the Rams might be 
ready to make a run back into the 
game at that point, but the 
Mustangs had other ideas as they 
outscored the Rams 92 over the 
two minutes to take a 36-16 lead 
with just over two minutes left in 
the half. 

The old cliché when a team is 
being blown out in the first half is 


that if they can just get to within 
10 points before the half they 
might have a chance to get back 
in the game in the second half. It 
certainly did not look like the 
Rams would have enough time to 
get anywhere close to that mar- 
gin, given the time left in the half 
as well as the way they were 
shooting and getting out rebound.

The loss to Minuteman was 
especially painful for the Rams 


because they know the

They lost to Minuteman twice 
last season and were looking 40 
reverse that trend in this game. 

“We have high hopes this sea- 
son and we had talked about 
this game before the season 
even started,” Gore said. “This 
is a tough one for us to lose.” 
Despite the emphasis the 
Rams had put on this game 
from the start of the season, 
Gore also feels that he and his 
teammates may not have been 
as prepared as they should 
have been for such a tough 
matchup. Despite bringing a 6- 
1 record into the game, Gore 
said his team may not have 
been ready for this level of 
competition. 


“We playetl some very easy : 


competition early in the season 
and that did not help us at all,” 
Gore said. “I think some of us 
might have gone into this game 
thinking it would be a cakewalk 
and it definitely wasn’t.” 

If Gore or any of his team- 
mates were thinking of a cake- 
walk, Minuteman certainly dis- 
pelled that myth by racing out 
to the huge lead. Trailing by 20, 
the Rams chipped away until 


they trailed by just nine points 
at the half. With the deficit 
trimmed, Gore felt confident 
his team could complete the 
comeback in the second half, 
and when they took the lead at 
40-38 things were looking 
bright. 

Gore helped lead the way at 
the end of the first half, includ- 
ing hitting the final shot of the 
half to make the score 36-27 at 
the break, and he also hit two 
crucial baskets early in the sec- 
ond half as the Rams surged to 
the lead. 

“I knew if we kept on fighting 
we could get back in the game,” 
Gore said. “We did a nice job 
getting all the way back to take 
the lead, but we needed to hold 
that lead. We may have had it 
in our heads that once we took 
the lead the game was over.” 

Perhaps the toughest thing for 
Gore and his teammates after 


this game was looking back and 
realizing that things could have 
gone differently. The effort was 
certainly there, but a little 
more effort may have turned 
things around just enough to 
give the Rams the win. 

“Our biggest problem tonight 
was our rebounding,” Gore 
said. “They were getting three 
shots on some possessions and 
then scoring. If we boxed out 
and rebounded better we would 
have won this game.” 

But the good news for Rams 
fans is that they have not yet 
seen the best of either Gore or 
the rest of the team, according 
to Gore. 

“From the way I know we can 
play we did not play to our 
potential tonight,” Gore said. 
“We have been together four 
years so I know what we can do 
and this was definitely not our 
best.”

READING - A new flea mar- 
ket with heavy emphasis on 
community involvement is 
scheduled to open January 11 
in the former Frugal Fannie’s 
space in Reading. 

The A. B. C. Flea Mart 
opening date is contingent on 
meeting town requirements by 
that date, according to its man- 
ager, Gordon C. Lane of Hamp- 
ton, NH. 

‘Two unique feature of A. B. 
C. Flea Mart are the planned 
community commissary and 
community booths. 

The A. B. C. Flea Mart 
would like to have one or more 
local groups sell refreshments 
with the profits going to com- 
munity purposes, Lane said. 
“We will provide them with free 
space, plus a few tables and 
chairs for their customers. As 
long as they have the proper 
licenses and permits from the 
town and are legitimate agen- 
cies or organizations, we will 
consider having them.” 

Also, up to four booths will 
be set aside each week for local 
non-profit organizations, agen- 
cies ete. for their use 

“If a church, service club, 
youth group or the like wants to 
conduct its own indoor ‘yard 
sale’ type of function or collect 
items, such as toys-for-tots or 
food for the homeless, we will 
give them the space,” Lane 
said. “As long as it is a legiti- 
mate group and it is not just 
collecting money but is selling 
something, the group is wel- 
come. “ However, if the prod- 
ucts being sold benefit the pro- 
ducers directly, such as art or 
craft items a paid booth is 
required. Also, fundraising 
“may be allowed for emergency 


situations such as aiding a fam- 
ily whose home is lost in a fire, 
Lane said. 

Plans call for the Flea Mart 
to be open Sundays initially 
from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m:, but the 
hours will really depend on 
“when the customers want us 
to be open,” Lane said. “Like 
wise, we may consider opening 
on Saturdays as well, if the cus- 
tomers and dealers are inter- 
ested.” Admission is free for 
the month of January. A small 
admission fee will be charges 
beginning Feb. 1 

Lane said more than 50 
booths already have been taken 
for the opening but that there 
will be “lots of space for every- 
one - dealers and collectors as 
well as homeowners looking for 
a way to dispose of items from 
around the house.” 

He said the 100 square foot 
booths are available for $35.00 
a week ($30.00 if paid monthly 
in advance) while tables are

Lane noted that dealers with 
a wide variety of products 
already have committed to A. 
B. C. He said products range 
from buttons to period and 
antique furniture to kitchen 
utensils, vintage clothing, toys, 
cards and various other 
antiques and collectibles will 
be available.

animal control is also com- 
monly called in when the birds 
are obstructing traffic. 

“There's really nothing any- 
one can do except shoo them 
away, but that doesn’t always 
work. It seems there’s really no 
stopping a determined wild 
turkey,” Stache explained. 

Wild turkey sightings are 
more common in neighbor- 
“hoods which are located near 
wooded areas, though the birds 
can travel quite a distance 
when necessary - they can fly. 

Residents are strongly cau- 
tioned against taking matters 
into their own hands when it 
comes to wild turkeys - not only 
are they a protected species, 
but they can be quite danger- 
ous. 

“These -birds can be very 
aggressive. People should never 
try to approach them, feed 
them, or pat them. It’s really 
just best to avoid them when 
possible,” Stache remarked. 

He added, “This is a state- 
protected bird. What if someone 
wanted to shoot one? Well, you 
wouldn't want to do that - such 
an offense carries hefty fines 
and even jail time.” 

One particular turkey went 
through three communities, 
where he was befriended each 
time by residents offering food. 
In each town, the turkey was 
fed and therefore made the 
neighborhood his home until

Inrecent years, the state has 
released dozens of wild turkey 
with the intentions of boosting 
the population to a point where

And in 
some opinions, the efforts to 
increase the population of these 
red and brown birds could be 
considered overly successful. 

The current surge in wild 
turkey sightings is expected to 
cease within the next few 
weeks, as this round of mating 
ceases. 
mary mating season arrives. 

According to the official 
MassWildlife website, wild 
turkeys are “essentially a 
streamlined version of its 
domestic counterpart - is a 
resilient, prolific and strikingly 
handsome bird. Black to black- 
ish-bronze with white wing 
bars, blackish-brown tail feath- 
ers and a bluish-gray to red 
head (depending on the bird's 
emotional state), ‘toms’ or 
male wild turkeys weigh about 
16 to 24 pounds. They sport a 
hair-like ‘beard’ which pro- 
trudes from the breast bone. 
Females, called hens, are small- 
er - about 9 to 12 pounds.” 

The diet of a wild turkey con- 
sists of plant material such as 
acorns, nuts, grapes, slzunk 
bage, barberry and other 
berries and even __ insects. 
During the winter months, open 
springs and seeps are a food 
source as well.
